Whim 
completed—which will be in time for 
the nrst severe trots o* the season—it 
will b*th«? largest and nwst picturesque 
private pleasure jiround in New York- 


It will be not only private in use, 


but, though in the midst of a densely 
built up neighborhood, where thousands 
are daily passing on the street, it will 
be completely bidden from view behind 
a double fence over which climb the 
most luxurious vines. The outer fence 
is of open ironwork and the inner fence 
a tight board one, with the space of a 
couple of feet between, and these two 
are bound into a bower by the growing 
vines. 


The open ground about the Rockefel- 


ler home covers about 10,000 square 
feet of space and will when transformed 
into a skating pond give ample room 
for the favorite winter sport to the 
members of the family and their guests, 
but to make this transformation requires 
no inconsiderable amount of labor and 
expense. Trees, shrubs and flowers have 
been removed, the soU stripped off and 
the ground itself excavated to the depth 
of 15 inches. About this opened space 
has been built a water tight -wall of 
bricks laid in cement, with its upper 
edge on a grade some three inches above 
the general level. Then for a foauda 
tion there has been laid a layer of con- 
crete, covered with cinders, on -which 
will be placed the asphalt When this 
is done, all will be ready for the laying 
of an unbroken sheet of ice over the en- 
tire surface, which can readily be ac- 
complished by the aid of temperature 
below freezing, it being only necessary 
to flood the great pan of asphalt with 
water and nature will do the rest.—

The weightier tram would seem also 


to indicate, a priori, ilie greater intel- 
lectual power, itiui this, too, is borna 
out by undoubted Ijcts. Women, it has 
often been said, have yet to produce 
their Jfewtou, their Dante, their Aris- 
totle, their Pascal, their Goethe. The 
assertion is very feebly met by the con- 
tention that women's education has 
been for centuries neglected. 


It was not education which enabled 


Pascal as a child to see his way through 
problems which not one man in 1,000 can 
understand after prolonged mental drill 
It was not education which gave the 
race its great men poets. "They lisped 
is numbers for the numbers osme." 
But where are their feminine equals? 
We will, however, take an art in which 
women have enjoyed far more training 
than men—the art of music. There are 
some excellent women pianists and vio- 
linists, but where arc the female Bachs, 
Beethoveas, Mozarts and Wagners? Na- 
ture only can explain the absence of 
great women composers as of the femi- 
nine compeers of Titian and Raphael, 
the technique of whose art seems pecul- 
iarly fitted to women. 


Nature tells us that she cannot form 


the matrix out of which commanding 
intellectual geninses of the female sex 
would proceed. Why this is so we may 
partly gaess, but cannot wholly know. 
We see that nature has divided the 
world into sexes for her own purposes, 
and that to each sex peculiar functions 
are assigned. We see that the physio- 
logical functions of woman necessitate 
a different anatomy from that of man, 
and we infer that these functions and 
this structure preclude, speaking gener- 
ally, the kind of effort which we call 
supreme genius, as also that kind of 
effort which we call sustained executive 
power. While women are not so far 
differentiated from men that they can- 
not enter with pleasure into men's 
works, and, often in a great measure, 
share in their production, it remains a 
fact that it is man's particular organi- 
sation which is alone capable either of 
the highest manifeotations of genius or 
the most sustained exhibition of energy. 
Whether it will always be so we do not 
know, for we cannot peer into the fu- 
rore. It is sufficient that it not only is 
so now, but that it always has been so, 
and that science does give ps some good 
grounds for believing that the fact is 
deeply rooted in the very structure of 
sex.—London

one servant, who received just 5 marks, 
r f 1.25, a week for her services. She 
ot only cooked all the meals, polished 


all the doorknobs, made up all the 
rooms and washed all the clothes, but 
hhe cut the grass in the garden, trimmed 
he grapevines, scrubbed the fence and 
weeded the walks. She rose at 4:30 
very morning, moreover, and blacked 
all the boots. Her hours of labor were 
rom 4:30 a. m. to 10:30 p. m. daily, 
and she had just one day off a month. 


When we first went to the boarding 


bouse, I noticed that after each dinner 
the herr papa went through a queer 
lerformance. He would mash down 
wo potatoes on a plate, cut two slices 
of meat and lay them on the potato, add 


spoonful of each vegetable to the heap 


and crown the collection with a thick, 
uiibnttered chunk of bl>»ck bread. I 
bought he must have a high bred dog 
about the place. For the first week or 
two that was my idea of the purpose for 
which the dish was prepared. Then 1 
earned that the hodgepodge was the 
servant girl's allowance. She was per- 
mitted to clear the plate, but not a 
inonthfnl more was hers. From what I 
observed afterward I concluded that 
any effort on her part to get more 
would have had dire results. The herr 
papa certainly would have had an apo- 
plectic fit. The fran mamma probably 
would have torn her hair and burst on 
the spot the. moment she heard such a 
request The consciousness of such pos- 
sibilities evidently was what deterred 
the girl from asking for more. All the 
;ime 1 was in the boarding house sho 
worked her 18 hours a day with three 
portions of coffee and black bread and 
the hodgepodge I have described as her 
sole nonrihsment 


"One day last May we made a trip in- 


to the Harz mountains. \Ve went as a 
big German family, carrying all of our 
three meals, our beer and our wraps 
with us — that is, the servant girl car- 
ried them with us. She had strapped on 
her back a deep conical basket capabl" 
of holding abont two bushels. The bas- 
ket had been packed with ham, 
bread, beer and various other 
of the delicatessen shop. On top of the 
provisions were packed the 
wrap.*. 


Loaded with the two bushels, of miscel- 
lany, the servant girl brought up the 
rear of our procession through Bruns- 
wick and was shoved into u scatleos 
fourth class car, and the rest of us g"t 
into a second class car, and away we 
spun to ths fi<it of the Hurz mountaius. 


"Now, not wanting the reputation of 


a long distance liar, I shall not tell yon 
all the wonders performed by that serv- 
ant girl on that picuic tramp. Suffice it 
to say that she was with the procession, 
up hill and down dale, climbing rocks 
and sliding down the steep places. We 
began tramping up the munut.iins at 
8:30, and at 1 1 o'clock my wife and I 
were so tired that we took to pouios, 
but the servant girl, with her wicker 
cone of delicatessen, didn't turn a hair. 
When dinner came, she got only her 
little plateful of sausage and black 
broad. When supper came, sho got only 
a bottle of beer and black bread. Yet 
when it was all over sho stood np in 
her fourth class car while the rest of us 
dozed on our second class scats. She 
walked homo uncomplainingly behind 
us, and the next day not a boot was tin- 
blacked or a peg unpolished in the 
whole establishment. She did uot be- 
come suddenly lame or weak or got a 
call to go at once to her sick sister or 
receive notice of the funeral of au auur 
or uncle. lu short, none of those things 
that harrow the souls of American serv- 
ant girls with regularity turned np to 
disturb her industry She simply work- 
ed on. 


"And that is what they all do — work, 


put their money in the Inuilc and get 
married. Outs-ido of marriage! couldn't 
see tli;it anything was likely to move 
the German servant girl to give notice. 
Every girl has her book in which are 
recorded all the rhinig«t> which the ordi- 
nary rourhe of human lift; may cause 
her to make. The. entries are made by 
i»'T MiecesMw niistrcjist'h, and sliu is 
n«v»T engaged wit liout her having hhowti 
lior book. A girl who started out in a 
city tv'th a book recording semimonth- 
ly changes throughout the whole of her 
working car«;or would have no chanco 
•if fiudiTjg employment ou the face of 
the whole (trrr.ian empire.

ain is quietly spending an enonuon> 
guin of money in transforming the rock 
into a modern fortress. England seems 
at last to have realized the extent of th« 
power conferred upon her by thu pos- 
session of Gibraltar, and so many of the 
older characteristics of the rock have 
given way to defenses of the most elab- 
orate sjld modern order that people who 
have not been there in several .rears 
would scarcely know the place again. 
Just at the present moment work is be- 
ing harried by means of day and night 
relays on the construction of a huge 
protected harbor and dockyard. 


At last Sagaland is to be connected 


with Europe by cable, the parliament 
of Iceland having entered into a con- 
tract with a telegraph company to lay 
a submarine cable to Beikiavik from 
Scotland by way of the Faroe.s. The 
line will be of immense use from a me- 
teorological point of view, for the north 
Atlantic is a great brewer of storms. It 
may be recalled that at ths time of tiio 
construction of the first cable between 
Europe and America it was propo&d 
that the lino should run by way of Ice- 
land, the geographical societies of Eng- 
land and France, as well as the British 
government, being in favor of the plan. 
The schemo was only frustrated by Sir 
William Thompson proving that mes- 
sages could be transmitted through a 
submarine cable 8,000 miles long.

ill Rivervievr jurk. J3y next spring i. 000 
full hedged sparrow killers will be. UITTI- 
ed ICK^^O iu Pittsburg. Tho starling is a 
txjautifal bird, uKint nine inches long, 
with glistening green bluel; ft-utheis. 
One bird is more than a match for hali a 
dozen s-p:u~ows. Equaling his sped;;! 
enemy iu pugnacity, he excels him in 
strength and quickness of wing. 


A local German ornithologist sotmil- 


ed u solemn uote of waniing when IIP 
heard of Alloghauy's new project. "Let 
the department of public works beware,'' 
he. snid. "Tigt .sparrows were first in- 
troduced in America because they wc<rn 
considered useful. As the original two 
d026U pairs increased to thousands they 
were found to bo a nuisance. They ruin- 
ed the crops by devouring them and 
added to the damage by driving the iu- 
seotivorous birds away. It is true that 
the starling will persecute tho sparrow, 
but unfortunately he is as much an Ish- 
mael among song birds as the sparrow 
is. The starling will find it more to his 
liking to drive out tho few song birds 
that the other has left rather than to 
devote his time and attention to tbe 
quarrelsome little sparrow, who is 
brave even if he isn't strong. The star- 
ling is as impudent as the cuckoo, and, 
like him, thinks it ridiculous to build 
himself a nest when by looking about 
he can find and utilize a domicile that 
some other bird has built. Superintend- 
ent Fulton will be sorry for having in- 
troduced this fighter. "—Now York Sun.

there any sense in that reasouiug 


process? >Tot an atom of it, although 
we labor antler the idea tliat wo are 
reasonable beings. We should be; that 
is bttre enough- 


yes, politics is a certain national 


compact, and the only way to get out of 
it is—to die and bo buried. Today we 
very likely have C,000,UOO ironclad 
Democrats, 6,000,000 ironclad Repub- 
licans and 1,500,000 independent voters, 
which means that we have but 1,500,000 
of men who try to be American citizens 
All the others are but either Democratic 
or Republican citizens Each one of 
those two parties has no doubt a good 
section, not less than 1,000,000, who 
for a price are ready to do anything for 
their own party and if necessary for the 
opposite one. They are really for sale 
at auction. About 5,000,000 of voters 
ont of the 6,000,000 in either party are 
simply weakminded men, the slaves of 
tradition. Everybody can now see why 
politics is corrupt. That corruption is 
fed by 2,000,000 of knaves and 10,000,- 
000 of blind fellows without intelli- 
gence enough to be American citizens, 
unable to think with their own brains, 
perfectly satisfied with themselves hi be- 
ing but the citizens of their own party. 


The above analysis may seem to be a 


harsh one. It is with profound sorrow 
that the writer is forced to make it as 
the result of his careful study on tne 
subject In order 10 prove the approxi- 
mate correctness of that analysis all we 
have to do is to imagine a reversion of 
the specified conditions. We shall even 
suggest that our 3,000,000 political 
knaves in the two old parties be allowed 
to live until natural death calls them 
away or their souls are gradually con- 
verted. We shall simply suppose that 
out of our 10,000,000 Republican and 
Democratic simpletons and the 1,500,- 
000 independent voters who refuse to b« 
tied to the Juggernaut, the idol of their 
own dear old party, that out of our 
11,500,000 voters who are not knavei 
we should try to evolve at least 8,000,- 
000 real and complete American citi- 
zens. Do you know what that means? 
It means 3,000,000 of voters with sound 
brains, willing to do what; may be nec- 
essary to prevent 2,000,000 of political 
rascals from forever controlling the ma- 
chinery of the old parties. 


Let us keep on with our natural sup- 


positions by grouping those 3,000,000 
round, symmetrical citizens in a na- 
tional league covering as a network all 
our principal cities and counties in 
such a way as to totally control either 
the machinery of one of the two old 
parties, for its complete regeneration, 
or that of the party to be built up. The 
latter job'will prove more difficult than 
the former. In either case the object of 
our national league should be the com- 
plete demolition of the present politic* 
and economic systems That means: 


First.—The cancellation of all dele 


gated legislative bodies with their many 
vile schemes of robbery. 


Second.—The rapid suppression of al 


industrial corporations and so make an 
end of all privileges 


The ballot shall remain a glaring 


farce until tho people can vote for spe 
ciiic principles in all legi.slatiun, kav 
ing to their executive officers tho sunpli 
power of presiding over the carrying on 
of such principles and establishing the 
minor details, subject to rnoclihcanoiii 
by popular vote.

SoxirtMM of Oar Uiukilled Labor, 


The rapid substitution in this conn- 


try of Italians, Poles, Hungarians and 
the like for English speaking unskilled 
labor has unquestionably had some tend 
ency to make capitalists more arbitrary 
and" less carefully just in dealing with 
workingmen. This new immigration 
has sharpened the distinction between 
organized and unorganized labor 
Tbe 


trades unions can generally take pretty 
good care of themselves, but it is com- 
paratively hard for the newcomers from 
eastern Europe to resist injustice. Those 
engaged in mining, it ia true, have now 
been more or less completely brought 
into labor organizations, but, generally 
speaking, the newcomers are at the 
mercy of capital. 


For the past two years the immi 


grants coming from Austria-Hungary, 
Italy, Poland and Russia have constitnt 
ed 52 per cent of our total immigration 
Their average illiteracy is 40 per cent, 
as compared with about 3>n percent 
among immigrants from Groat Britain 
and Ireland, France, Germany and 
Scandinavia. Only 1 in about 25 of the 
immigrants from southeastern Europe 
is a skilled workman. They are exploit- 
ed by our corporations in gangs at low 
wages upon all kinds of work requiring 
muscle rather than skill, and they are 
not always treated with ordinary jus- 
tice by contractors.—American Monthly

HOTEL KITCHEN ON vVHEELi 


Briii»!i Troops r«<- a C«inuil»sary <'ar 


While In Transport <lv^r Uail«-»yi>. 
A novel car left the Dalhousio street, 


yard of the Canadian Pacific railway 
in Montreal recently. It is "cominiss-iry 
ear" No. 1,899, constructed for the pur- 
pose of supplying the wants of troops 
aud marines while in transport over the 
lines of the railroad. It is a hotel kitchen 
on wheels, having a capacity to supply 
!,500 meals at a time. 


Tbe car is somewhat larger than an 


ordinary baggage car, with a vestibule 
at each end. At the forward end is the 
supply room, containing supplies for 
sustaining 1,000 men for ten days. 
Back of this is the kitchen proper. On 
one side are two ranges, having a total 
length of 22 feet. Opposite the range is 
a water tank, with a capacity of 2,500 
gallons, aud there is another tank di- 
rectly above tho ranges. In tho rear 
part "of the car are sinks, with hot aud 
cold water. The iceboxes are in the front. 


The car is set upon double trucks of 


six wheels each.' It started yesterday 
for the Pacific coast, with -'00 men aud 
12 officers, for Esquimalt. During the 
trip the car will be manned by rive 
cooks and two waiters.—Piusburg Dis- 
patch. 


Social Democracy In Schools.

Debs recently laid the plan to capture 
the schools and colleges of Kansas. The 
State club organized in Topeka is only 
the beginning of a crusade which, its 
promoters expect, will pass through all 
the state schools aud colleges in Kan- 
sas.

Wayne, Ind., where he was 
called night before last by a telegram 
announcing that his brother, Henry 


j A. Baker, had been seriously Injured 
in the P., Ft. W. & 0. yards in that 
city. 


The injured man Is well known In 


this city. He formerly lived on tbe 
south side anu followed the painters' 
trade in the employ ot bis brother, 
the contractor. 
About two years 


ago he left Lima and afterwards 
accepted a position as a switchman In 
tbe P, Ft. W. & 0. yards at Ft. 
Wayne. The accident which result- 
ed more seriously than was at first 
supposed, occurred Tuesday morning. 
He bad just stepped from between 
two moving cars, where be bad made 
a coupling, and was caught between 
a box car and a post at tbe corner of a 
shed which only cleared the car by a 
distance of eight inches. His right 
arm was fractured and two ribs bro- 
ken, one of them penetrating a lung, 
and be was otherwise Injured inter- 
nally. He Is under tbe care of bis 
uncle, Dr. Stemen, who Is the com- 
pany's physician at Ft. Wayne. Dan 
Baker returned to bis injured broth- 
er's bedside this afternoon. 


The Ft. Wayne Sentinel gives tbe 


following account of the accident: 


H. A. Baker, a yard brakeman In 


the service of the Pennsylvania com- 
pany, is lying at St. Joseph Hospital 


1th several broken ribs and a badly 


bruised arm. The young man met 
with misfortune this morning at 3:30 
o'clock, when he was caught between 
a moving car and tbe coal bin in tbe 
yards ad j scent to tbe Plttsbuag 
blacksmith shop. The space between 
tbe shed and tbe car was only about 
eight inches and it Is almost a miracle 
that Mr. Baker escaped with his life.
